VIEWED AT OPEN HOUSE 

Nearly all parents of the grade 
six students were in attendance at 
the flst Raymond C. Foster School 
open house held Wednesday even- 
ing, Nov. 14, as {teachers Miss 
Helen Varner and Michael Gilbert, 
described for them the new inddl- 

fdual educational system now in 

The unique system has been used 
in Andover successfully for two 
years and is unlike other individu- 
al training programs. Each child ts 
given a test In etch subject he will 
study, He is then assigned a book 
for his level Jearning capability, 
Tests are glyen intermiltently to de- 
termine whether his level should 
be lowered or H he should work 
on a higher level, No rank cards 
of ABC are used, but a file fg 
kept on each child showing his lev- 
el of Jearning In each subject. The 
children are not ali working from 
the same book. or given the same 
test, 

Teachers belleve the child can find 
the answers by learning how to and 
where to look for them. A problem 
can he solved by knowing where to 
look with guidance given, Tapes 
with earphones help them in. this 
capacity, In one study, a coded 
system Is used which tells them 
which tape to listen to for thelr an- 
swers, They feel thet learning to 
listen is important. 


Teachers provide interest by read- 
ing aloud. If deep interest {s shown, 
they go into the subject much more 
without 4 time limit. One such 
study on fossils, which was a three- 
ery lesion, extended into a five. 
week course before all the students
